Applicants did not properly indicate which of the claims are readable upon the elected species in accordance with MPEP § 
809.02(a). For example, Applicants state that claims "1-8, 11-24, and 28-34" read on the elected species (see 4/20/2004 Response, 
page 4, last line). However, claim 8 is drawn to a compound with formula I and claim 1 1 is drawn to a compound with formula IV. It 
is not clear to the examiner how Applicants' single elected compound can read on two different structures. Applicants are requested to 
correct and/or clarify. 

The examiner also notes that the appropriate fees must be paid to extend the time period for response.
